TURF ACHIEVEMENTS OF ONE OF THE GREATEST 
RACE HORSES IN THE HISTORY OF 
THE AMERICAN TURF 



Of the many ipn-ries n-gardiiig the iierformanees 
of the great liorses of the AiiM-riean turf rec-elved 
from time to time at the office of Daily Racing 
Form, none are mon- eiuiulred about than the late 
James R. Keene’s Svsonliy. 

In 1907 the Xew York Herald made a canvas 
among a select iinmlicr of turfmen as to which was 
the greatest American rai-e horse. Ten of the thirty- 
three experts intervieweti favored Sysonby, five 
selected Hindoo, two Hamburg, two I.aike Blackburn, 
two Salvator, and Henry of Xavarre, Tammany, 
Longfellow, Eole, Ort Wells, Tom Bowling, Alci-do, 
Kiiigfislier, Roseben, Kentucky and Keenan each 
secured one vote. 

August Belmont. -Mgeriion Daiugerfield, John W. 
Gates, James R. Kis-ne, F. C. McLeweo, Alfred 
Heiiiien Morris. J. L. Mctiiimiss, James Rowe and 
Thomas Welch si-lectcd Sysoiib.v. The supiMirters of 
Hindoo wt-re I... O. .\pplcb.v, P. J. Dwyer, “Davy” 
Johnson, A. J. Joyner and Henry Stull. John K. 
Madden anil W. L. Powers voted for Hanibiirg, 
while M. Dw.ver ami Dave tlideoii cast their lot with 
Luke Blackburn. James It. Haggin and “Matt” 
Byrnes favoiasl Salvator. 

At the time there was considerable criticism over 
the selections, some writers contending that the 
Henild made a mistake in interviewing altogether 
tiM) many iiartisans and interested parties. Never- 
theless the general public was more or less In- 
eliiu-d to acci-pt the decision of tliese well-known 
turfmen and breeders. 

Certain it is that the ten who selected Sysonby 
as the farem~ft -.f -Vnieri'.-aa tlmroughbreds, parti- 
san or otherwlst-, had weight.v and convincing 
evidence in the form of iinparallelU-d turf achieve- 
ments on the part of Sysonby In two years of rac- 
ing to offer in support of their cholee. 

However, tlmt selection was made before the in- 
comparable Colin flaslied on the tnrf horizon. Colin, 
the undefeated and invincible son of Commando, 
was without doubt tlie iK-«*r of all American race 
horses, while some of the best judges place Hindoo 
alsive Sysonli.v. 

Be that as it ina.v, Sysoiiby’s acliievenients on the 
turf are a splendid testimonial to his greatness as 
a race liorse. A resume of the liistory of this 
wonderful thoronghbrt-d is interesting. 

Sysonliy was bred in England by tlie late Marcus 
Daly of Montana. Imt was foaled in America, the 
property of James R. Keene. Mr. Duly had col- 
h-eted a i-hoice band of marcs at his Atierficld Stud 
in England. Among them was Optime, a bay mare, 
foaled in ls9t(. b.v Ormc, dum a daughter of Simct- 
rmii. Mr. Dal.v kept lio stallioiis at Ajierfleld. II 
was his custom to take suliscriptioiis to the Is-st of 
the stallions standing for public service in England. 
For tin- season of 1901 he took three subscriptions 
to Melton, and Optime was one of tin- trio of mares 
sent over to the cstablisliment of Sir John Musker 
to be served b.v tlie son of Master Kildare. A few 
months after this service Oiitime was liroiight to 
.\merica, ami on Tuesday. Octolier 1, 1901, in the 
paddoiks of tlie Fasig-Tiplon Coiii|iaiiy at Sheeps- 
liead Bay. was sold to Mr. Keene for $t>.(NI0. Sin- 
was si-nt to Castleton Stud, near Lexington, Ky., 
and tliere in tin- s|iring of 1902 «Ik- foaled the bay 
i-olt wliicli at weaning time bad earned the liighest 
regard of Maior Foxliall A. Daiugerfield, tlie stud 
manager, and which as a yearling so far outranked 
till- others of liis age at tlib farm in bsiks and 
actions in the |iiidd<M-k as to cause Foxhall Keene 
to exiM-ct great things of him and to lionor him 
willi the name Sysonby, after tlie name of a town 
near liis shooting lodge in Englaml. In the summer 
of Itxrj Sysonliy was liroken and in the fall of 
tliat year he went to James Rowe to be prejiareii 
for his racing career to begin the following spring. 

Sysonby rau iu fifteen races and was never un- 
tilaced. He rau one dead lieat, won thirteen races 
without bi-ing extended, and was tliird iu the other 
— the Futurity of 19<H. His net earnings were $184,- 
43S. He licgan his carci-r on tin- turf July 14, 1004, 
at Brighton Beach, and ended it September 9, 190.1, 
at Sheeiislieail Bay. Ti*e record of his iierformanees 
iu the order of occurrence is as follows:

In tills rai-e 
he Was coupled with Veto. Britisher was third. 
J. M.-irtin pode. 

August 1 — Saratoga, track fast; won the Flash 
Stakes, five and one-half furlougs in 1:00%, 
carrying 125 jiounds, cantering six lengths iu 
front of Augur, his stabiemate. Glorifier and 
Trapper were the only other starters. He was 
riildeu by Bedfern. 

-\ugiist <1 Saratoga, track fast; won tlie Saratoga 
S|s-eia|. five and oiie-lialf furlongs in 1:07, with 
122 iHiniids ii|i. cantering six Iciigtiis in front 
of Hot Shot; Britisher, tile oiity other starter, 
four U-iigtiis back of Hot Shot. Rcdfeiu rode 



August 27— Slieeiisliead Bay, track fast; finislieil 
third in tin- Futurity, three-quarters of a mile 
straiglit. Artful winning by five lengths from 
Tradition, which was a bead in front of Sy- 
sonby. Artful carried 114 and Tradition anil 
Sysonby each had up 127. It was Artful’s third 
start and first victory. The time was 1:11%, 
a record for the rai-e over tlmt course. Red- 
fern rode S.vsonby. 

September 19 — Gmvesend, track fast; won the 
Junior Champion Stakes, about three-quarters 
of a mile, in 1:09% with 127 iKitinds up, canter- 
ing three lengths in front of his stabiemate. 
Wild Mint, with Cairngorm, Hot Shot and Jon- 
quil tin- otlier starters. Redfern rode. 

AS A THREE-TEAR -OLD IN 1905. 

May 4 — Bclmimt Park, track fast; dead heat with 
Race King for the Metro|>oUtan Handicap, one 
mile in 1:41%. S.vsonby carried 107 and Race 
King 97. Colonial Girl was third, five lengths 
back. Beldame was among tlie otbers. Shaw 
rode Sj'soiib.v and L. Smith was on Race King. 
June 17 — Sliei-iishead Bay, traek fast; won the 
Tidal Stakes, one and one-qiiarter miles in 2:05, 
carrying 120 pounds, cantering five lengths in 
front of Agil-.-.

July 20 — Brighton Beach, truck fast; won the Iro- 
quois Stakes, one and one-quarter miles in 
2:06%, with 126 iiouiids up; pulled up a length 
and a half in front of Migraine and Pasadena, 
the only otlier starters.

July 29 — Brighton Beach, track fast; won the 
Brighton Derb.v. one and oue-lmlf miles in 
2:33%, with 126 pounds up; cantering five 
leiigtlis iu front of Agile and Pasadena, the 
only otlier starter, thirty lengths back.

SiqiteuilaT 9 — Slieeiisliead Bay, traek fust; wou the 
Annual Chaiiipiou Stakes, two and one-quarter 
miles ill 3:54, carrying 115 iKiunds, cantering 
four lengths in front of Oiseuu, which was 
twenty- five lengths ahead of Broomstick, the 
only otlier starter. Xicol rode him.

Jockey Bell Suspended as a Result 
— Star Master and Loftus 
Good Combination. 



New York, September 6. — Night rains and a dismal 
morning liad but little effect on tmlay’s uttendanct*. 
wliicli came bnndlinl in wraiw and toiKsmts to 
witness the running of a card pnsliictive of gooil 
racing. 

In the absence of a stake feature the Riehnioiid 
Huiidieap for all ages, over the seven-eighths 
straight course, attracleil the most attention. The 
combination of Star Master and Loftus drew Iieavy 
siipisirt for tlie Macomber representative, which 
was well justified by an easy vlctor.v. Star Master 
(piickly raceil his opponents into defeat in the first 
lialf and w-as only cantering the rest of the way. 
t’orn Tassel was se<-ond and Deliadou just managed 
to outlast Tom Mc’Taggart for the short end of the 
money. 

The Hildreth camp suffered further ill Inek when 
IhH-kmate, after winning the fifth rac«*, was dis- 
qualified for a iialnable foul, whieh occurreil wlieu 
he was taking the lead 011 the home turn. Bell, 
moving np rapidly on the free runner, cut shandy 
across the others, eaiising a general jam. iu which 
Broom Peddler fell and Mr. 8|>ecs tumbled over 
him, causing both Preeee brothers to fall. Exami- 
nation diselostnl the fact that Godfrey sustained 
minor injuries, which included a badly sprained 
wrist. Bell was susiiended for the remainder of 
the meeting. 

Though light in numerical strength, the opener 
went to the well -supported Earlocker. Those with 
a memory for his goo<l performances here during 
the spring racing benefited. 

Tlie third race resulted in the defeat of the 
short-priced Poacher. His backers found small 
consolation in the fact that he bled slightly dur- 
ing the running. Walls’ iierseverance with Game 
(;ook. after being apparently beaten, was a great 
factor in the result aud the Ballot colt stood a 
long drive gamel.v. 

One of R. T. Wilson’s Futurity candidates. Thun- 
derstorm, accounted for the last rac-e after being 
bothered in the running by Romeo, which furnished 
all the contention. 

Regal Loilge proved bi^st in the mile dash for 
thn-e-year-olds, the Hildreth representative ex- 
periencing little trouble disposiug of War Machine 
aud Mose, his only competitors. 

CARMAN THINKS WELL OF SVNNY SLOPE. 

In siM-aking of the purchase of Siiuiiy Slofie, K. 
F. (Iirnian said he had fancied the eolt last year 
the first tihe he saw him. “I would have liked to 
piireliase him long ago,’’ said Uarmaii, “but my 
assoi-iates praferred to wait until he hud shown 
something publicly. He is a mighty gissi horse.” 

David Gideon, who hnnl Sunuy SIo|n>, said he de- 
plored the fact that he was not engaged in the 
Realixation to meet Johren and other good three- 
year-oiits. “They would have to show iiiueh Nat- 
ter than they have shown to beat him,’’ remarkeil 
Mr. Gideon, “or I am much mistaken.’’ 

Ed. Taiilin and F. Hopkins have been engaged to 
ride at the one day meeting iu Montreal. Tapliii 
will ride the entry of Ideiit. Gault at 112 iNiunds. 
and Hoiikins the horse from Dr. McEaclirau’s stable 
at 121 iHjunds. 

George Odom has decideil to work Purchase over 
the Futurity coursi- to get him aei|uaiuted with a 
straight track. “He may not win.’’ says Odom, 
“hut he will be hanging around at the finish if he 
runs as I cxjiect him.’’ 

Poacher showed signs of bleeiling while csmling 
out after today’s race. It is said h& bled slightly 
in a recent work, but his trainer believes it is 
nothing serious, attributable to a slight cold. 

Among the visitors at Belmont Park today were 
tJol. J. C. F. Tillson and his son Major J. C. F. 
Tillson of the United States army. Both of them 
found the paddia-k a place of interest, as they have 
long admired the thoi'oiighbreds. having used noth- 
ing but the horse of blootl as chargers. 'The.v were 
particularl.v anxious to see Hoamer, and through 
the courtesy of Andrew Miller they were enableil 
to do so. Tliej' visited the Miller barn and were 
astonishetl to find Reamer so sound after his pro- 
longed campaign. Both Colonel Tillson and his son 
are enthusiastic over the Federal Breeding Bureau 
depots in Virginia. Oklahoma and Montana, and 
say that it won’t be long till a supply of the right 
sort of cavalry remoiiuts will be available.

.4rt in New York Cit.v. where it has lie<*n viewed 
b.v thousands of horse lovers from ail parts of the 
country. 



ENGLAND’S GREATEST FILLY EVENT 

The Classic Oaks Was Founded by the Twcllth 
Earl of Derby in the Year of 1779. 

It is a long time since t’:e Oaks led to ante-post 
iMdfing. but he would be a bold man who dared to 
suggest that as a,.sjiorting event the race has lust 
any of its iiower of at.irnctiou. It was founded by 
tlie twelfth Earl of llerliy in 1779, iniicli in the same 
manner as tlie St. I.eger, wliicli preceded it li.v tliree 
years. The suggestion for tlie race was raised at 
Tlie Oaks, where the Earl of Derby was entertaining 
(in a magnifhsuit scale, and from llie fact tliat tlie 
.St. Leger, open to horses of Ixitli sexes, had proved 
snccessfnl, tlie idea probably arose to initiate a race 
ponflned to tliree-year-old fillies. 

There were hut seventeen subscribers, but tliey 
included the most noble in the land, and with a 
dozen of the entries competing, the race liad a fine 
sendoff. A year later came tlie Derby, for colts 
and fillies, and from that date the greatness of 
Epsom races Iiad been acknowledged. It is still a 
carnival, and no matter what may occur in the turf 
world during the next generation, the Derby and 
Oaks days will, with southerners at any rate, con- 
tinue the most popular open-air attractions in the 
kingdom. 

Appropriately enough, the first Oaks was won by 
Ix>rd Derliy. the filly to score for liim lieiiig Bridget, 
daughter of Herod, of wliicli so iniich lias Isen 
writteu in recent years li.v men wlio iiave made a 
close study of the breeding of the race horse. Lord 
Derliy won again fifteen years later with llermioiie, 
and then in 18.51 a Ixird Stanley triumphed with 
Iris, while the late earl had successes in 1896 with 
Caiiterhury Pilgrim, and in 1906 witli Keystone II., 
one of the handsomest mares ever put into train- 
ing. The Oaks is tlie only classic race in wliicli tlie 
“purple, gold braid and scarlet sleeves” have not 
i«*en seen in front at tlie finish. Twice our late 
king snppliisi (he s«‘cond, Thais being runner-np to 
Canterbury Pilgrim in 1896 and Princess de Guiles 
to I’erola in 1909. and in both those years a royal 
colt won the Derliy. 

OWNERS MAKE FINE ARRAY. 

T.,uoking back at the list of Oaks winners, tlie 
owners indeed make a fine array, espeeiall.v during 
file first fifty years. Then tlie turf had not lieeome 
deiiKM-ratized and its patrons incliided siicli siiorts- 
nieii as tlie Prince of Wales (afterwards George 
IV.). tlie Dukes of York, Rutland. Grafton. Ricli- 
mond. Bedford. Portland, I>*eds and Hamilton: I.urd 
Derb.v. I>ird Egreiiiont. I.s>rd Fitzwilliani. Isird Jer- 
se.v, I.ord Exeter. Sir ('hnrles Bunbur.v, Sir F. Staiid- 
isli and a liost of olhers whos** names as owners of 
race horses would be welcome now. Sir Charles 
Bunliiiry, wlio won the first Derby with Dionied 
and gained a later triumph with Eleanor, took the 
Oaks on one occasion only, and it was in 1801 with 
the last-named. She was the first to secure both 
races and tlie performance stood as a record until 
18.57, wlien it was equaled by Blink Bonny. Many 
have tried since then, but Signorinetta (19(K8) alone 
was successful. Nor have more won tlie Two Tliou- 
sand and One Thousand as well as the Oaks, the 
tliree being Crucifix (1840), Formosa (1863) and 
Sceptre (1902). Of these, Formosa was, after all. 
only half a winner of the Two Tliousand, wliicli 
she divided after a dead-beat. A notable feature in 
connection witli the early history of the Oaks is tlie 
number of owners who won it on two or more occa- 
sions. 

Tlie Duke of Grafton stands first with nine vic- 
tories — Pelisse (1804), Morel (1808), Music (181.3), 
Medora (1814). Minuet (181.5), Pastille (1822), Zinc 
(1823), Timiuoise (1828) and Oxygen (1831). Tx>rd 
Gnisvenor won six times — Faith (1781), Ceres 
(1782), Maid of the Oaks (1783), Nike (1797), 
Beilina (1799) and Meteora (180.5). His record was 
almost equaled by T»rd Egremont, whose winners 
were Nightshade (1788), Tag (1789), Platina (179.5). 
Ephemera (1800) and Carolina (1820). The Duke of 
Bedford and Lord Exeter each scored thrice, and 
those with two wins were Sir P. Standish, Lord 
Clermont, Lord Chesterfield and the Duke of Rich- 
mond. During tlie past fifty years spoils have been 
more equally distributed, but the late Lord Fal- 
mouth had four winners — viz., Queen Bertha (1863), 
Splnaway (1875), Jannette (1878) and Wheel of 
Fortune (1879), and in Spinaway’s year he also sup- 
lied tlie second in Ladylove. Tlie Duke of Portland 
can look hack upon tlie race with satisfaction. 
Memoir having won for him in 1890 and Mrs. But- 
terwick in 1893, Amiable in 1894 and La Rocho in 
1900. Princess Dorrie is tlie fourth winner for J. B. 
Joel, wlio has already scored with Jest, Glass Doll 
and Our Lassie. 

OUTSIDERS BEEN SUCCESSFUL. 

Outsiders lijive lieen successful on many oecasions, 
of coiirs»>, init not so fre<iuently as might lx* siip- 
|K»sed, considering the reputation of tlie sex for 
fickleness, and if an analysis were made it would 
show tliat (he flelders have done better over the 
D<*rby tliaii tlie sister race. Tliere have been 110 
such upsets as tliose effected by Hermit, Doncaster. 
Sir Hugo. Jeddah. Signorinetta and Abo.veur. In 
our time the longest- priced winner has been Jeiin.v 
Howlet. wliieli brouglit off a 33 to 1 chance in 18S0, 
and was tlie last filly to win for tlie Nortli. Sim 
was trained by William I’Anson, whose father had 
owned and trained tlie 1857 winner. Blink Bonny. 
Tlie Maltoii stable had two representatives, and 
Bonnie Marden was more fancied tlian Jenny How- 
let, hut Mr. 4. B. Cookson was not a lucky man, 
and had to see Iiis filly beaten four lengths, tliougli 
it was some eoiisolation that the prize went to liis 
great friend. Charles Perkins. Mr. Cookson Iiad oc- 
cupied the same tantalizing position twelve months 
earlier, wl.en Coromandel II. was easily beaten by 
Wlieel of Fortune, but in tliat race success was not 
expecteil, for tin; winner stood out conspicuously as 
tlie best three-year-old in training. 

Of I^ord Falmouth’s earlier winners, Jannette had 
tlie luck on lier side. Pilgrimage had beaten lier 
for the One Thousand, after winning tlie Two 
Tlions.ind. and would have repeated the iierformanee 
at Epsom, lint one of lier legs went before reaching 
tlie Ih II, and it was a most artistic piece of riding 
on the part of Tom Cannon which enabled lier to 
get witliin a length of Jannette. When Ixird Fal- 
mouth gained liis first success, witli Queen Bertlia, 
his hor.-es were trained liy Jolin Scott at Wliitewall, 
.Malton, and it was over tliis mare that he liud tin* 
only bet lie ever made in coiiiieetion with racing. 
.Mrs. Seott expresse<l her belief that Queen Bertim 
would win, wliereniHui Lord Falmouth bet lier six- 
l»ense that slie would not. He had a sixiieiise 
mounted in gold ;ind Kurrounded with diamonds, am! 
in due course presented it to tlie wortliy duiiic, 
uiucli til lier ileliglit. 

An Oaks that will always linger in our meincry 
was tliat of 1S67. Acliievement was out and out tlie 
best two-year-old of the previous year, and, liaviiig 
sliown tliat she retained lier form by winning tlie 
One Tliniisand in the canter, the Epsom race apjiear- 
ed at lier uieri'y. Many went to get back tlie moiiey 
tliey had lost over Hermit’s Derby and laid odds of 
3 to 1 on, but, to tlie cliagriii of her owner and 
everybody else, siie could only make a dead lieat 
witli Romping Girl for second filace to Hippia. The 
winner started third favorite at 12 to 1, and won by 
a length in tlie hands of Johnny Daley, who had up- 
set calculations on Hermit two days earlier. It was

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



The Associated Press dispatches of yesterday say 
regarding tlie allies’ success 011 the western front: 

Cuntinning their pressure along tlie front from 
Rheims to Ypres. the allied forces are pushing 
liack tlie Germans on virtually this entire 1.50-miIe 
line. General Delx'ne.v’.s army is steadily advancing 
in tlie direction of Ham, wliicli lias been comidetely 
encircled, (ieneral Mangin’s troops are now in sight 
of Ixion, baving reached positions within ten miles 
of tliat cit.v. General Bertlielot’s soldiers have 
reached tlie Aisne on a large front. General Hum- 
bert’s army is making steady progress and has suc- 
ceeded in completely removing tlie German menace 
from Noyon. Australian troops have crossed the 
River Somme on a wide front to the soutli of 
Peronne. British troops have captureil the towns 
of St. Christ, Brie, La Mesnil, Doingt and Athies 
and are now advancing to tlie west of those places. 
British troops today captured Neiive Chapelle and 
Bussu. Field Marshal Haig’s forces crossed the 
(’anal du Nord on the wliole front, excejit from 
llaviiicoiirt north to tlie Scarjie. The Frencli Iiave 
obtained a good hold on tlie uortliern bank of the 
Allette and on the terrain between that river and 
the Oise. Tliey are approaching, if tliey are not 
actually on, the llindeiiburg line at St. Gobaiii 
itself. 

Thomas J. (Shorty) Wilson, who has been identi- 
fie<l by four fjersons as tlie man most likely to 
have placed the bomb in the Chicago fiostoffice, was 
revealed as the mentor of William 1). (Big Bill) 
Haywoo<l, chief of the I. W. W. It has been estab- 
lished that: Wilson was witliin twenty feet of the 
bomb a few minutes before it exploded, and tliat 
he and a companion barely escaped with their lives. 
A few minutes before, Wilson had been in conference 
with Haywood. Wilson and Haywood went to lunch- 
eon together after Wilson had been with Haywood 
off and on all morning. Wilson, the night before, 
iiad predicted the explosion. 



the baron’s first success in a classic race, but lie 
iiad been tliird for the Oaks iu 1865 with Zephyr, 
and second and tliird in tlie previous year with 
Breeze and Tomato. Four years after Hippia, he 
won it with Hannah, which also carried off tlie 
One Tliousand and St. Leger, while in tlie same 
year, with a son of Zephyr, Favouius by name, he 
landed Iiis only Derby. 

YEAR 1884 MEMORABLE. 

The year 1884 will remain memorable for th<> per- 
formaiK-e in the Derby and Oaks of a colt and filly 
that had iieen sent up for sale in the spring by 
Lord Falmouth. They were Harvester and Busy- 
body, and Tom Cannon was witliin an ace of buying 
liotli for Mr. Abington. He bid up to 8,.500 guineas 
for the eolt, but then stopped, and Sir Jolin Wil- 
loughby secured him for aiiotlier “hundred.” Then 
when Biisyliody came into tlie ring there was anotiM-r 
spirited coniiietition, but Cannon iiad made up bis 
mind to iiave her, and Edmond Tattersall’s hummer 
fell at his offer of 8,800 guineas. Harvester ran 
a dead lieat with St. Gatien for tlie Derby, and, 
with “guineas to pounds” laid on her. Busybody, 
wliicli iiad won the One Thousand, gave Tom Can- 
non a fairly comfortable ride in the Oaks, though 
she finisluHl only lialf a length in front of Su- 
Iierba. On the eve of Ascot she met with an acci- 
dent and could never run again, but at the stud 
she prmlueed a real good horse in Meddler, whieii 
would proliably iiave gained classic lionors but for 
Iiis nominations bei'oming void by the untimely 
death of the “Squire.” When his horses were sold 
in July, 1893, Meddler fetched 14,500 guineas, and 
went to America. 

Only twice iu its long history has the Oaks re- 
sulted in a dead heat. Tlie first occasion was in 
18,58, wlien Mr. Gratwiek’s Governess and Admiral 
Hiircourt’s Gilderniere “tied.” Gildermere was 
favorite at 9 to 4, and Governess a 4 to 1 eliaiice, 
and on riiiiiiiiig off the sliglit iwlds of 6 to 5 were 
laid on tlie former, but after another fine, race 
(ioveriiess won liy thrt‘e-eight)is of a leiigtli. The 
otlier dead heat was in 1876, wlien two French 
fillies. Count de TaiGrange’s (^amelia ami M. Lupin's 
Eiignerrande, could not b»‘ separated by tlie judge, 
but in this iiistuiiee a division was quickly agreed 
u[Kin. Count LaGrange had previously won with 
Fille de I’.iir, and since Camelia and Enguerraude 
no foreign -reared filly lias won. 

Signorinetta, tlie heroine of 1908, belonged to an 
Ituiiua, and Mirska triumphed two years ago for a 
French siwrtsmun, but both were bred and trained 
ill Kiigluiid. Of all the great mures tliat won, none 
was better tlian Sceptre and Pretty Polly, and the 
former stands forth as the only winner outright of 
the Two Thousand, One Tliousand, Oaks and St. 
Ix‘ger. With tlie present fashion of picking and 
clioosing eiigageiiieiits the record may never be 
eiiiialed. 

The largest field that ever ran for the race was 
in 1848, when Hurry Hill’s Cymba beat twenty-five 
opiKinents, and the smallest ten years ago, wlien 
Pretty Polly frightened away all but three, tiiougli 
there were 211 entries. — Tlie Winning Post, 



That tlie cavalry arm is b.v no means the extinct

This is the Denmark by Hedge- 
ford — Betsy Harrison, by .\ratus, which was foaled 
in 1839. and bred by Samuel Davenport in Ken- 
tiiek.v. Hedgefonl was bred by the famous Mr, 
JI.vtton in 1H2.5, and was by Fillio da Puta — Miss 
Craigie, liy Orville (winner of tlie Doncaster St. 
Leger) — Marchioness, by I.urclier. On his dam’s 
side Hedgefonl traced back to Daphne, by Regulus, 
and furtlier to the Surley mare (dam of HiiUoii’s 
SiKit). Hedgeford’s sire, Filho da Puta, likewise 
won the St. Ix*ger, the Doncaster Cup and otlier 
races, luit lost liis famous match with Sir Joshua 
in 1816, wlicn giving liis conqueror seven pounds, 
he lost several lengths at the start (one mile) and 
was )ienten by a neck iu a heav.v fall of snow, 
Filho da Puta was a iiig horse in tliat periml, 
standing fully sixteen hands, wliicli was well over 
the average in tlia seeond decade of last century. — • 
Ixmdoii SiMirtsnian.
